Like Gods” (Cassell, 75. 6d.), 
should please three classes of his 
readers says the Daily Mail. It

“ifiose who like his dreams of an 
jdeal future, and, those who like 
his social satire. 

The plot {is simple. Several 
imotoyecars, full of diverse people, 
wet caught up into. ‘another and 

pian world, perhaps a thousand 
years ahead of this world in pro- 
‘uress and humanity, by a sort of 
fourthedimensional — experiment. 
+ ‘That world is outwardly very: much 
like ours;‘but Sts inhabitants, who 
are glorified human beings, are 
wise and, good and simple beyond 
ill belief. With the exception 
of Mr Barnstaple, a journalist 
oa bolida 
iis th called, is in the Icast 
capable of really appreciating 
Utopia, and they: plot tazether to 
overcome the population. “The 
plot childishly fails, and Mr. Barn- 
staple, who has escaped from -his 
fellowcountrymen and joined the 
Utopiitns, leads an jdeally happy 
life until he is sent back to his own" 
world. : : 

Whit may be called the mechan- 
ical part of the idea is worked 
out with all Mr, Wells’s old_ skill, 
thoughcthe details are more flimsy 
than they used to be. But, then, 
we must remember (and many will 
reeret it) that the object of this 
hook js aot only,-or chiefly, to 
amuse but to instruct., Mr. Wells's 
theory of Utopia is arresting if not, 
in essence, very original; jt is 
simply a world. that has solved 
inost of the problems that make 
this world full of disease, poverty, 
and unhappiness, siege 

As for the.social satire, it strikes 
us us being a little heavy-handed. 
The earthlings are really too 
curthy.’ Indeed, they are ‘ulmost 
caricatures —‘especially | Father 
Amerton, whose thunderings on 
the subject of marriage and whose 
attempts te’ clothe the Utopians in 
u more: seemly fashion end by 
inakine him highly unpopular; and 
Mr. Freddy Mush, who is obviously 
meant to represent a well-known 
London figure. But it is all very 
amusing if very unreal. The 
extravagance of the satire causes 
it to fall rather flat, but, considered 
merely asa foil to the virtues of 
the Utopians, it has its value. 

Maay of his readers will regret 
that Mr, Wells has not given us 
tnore of a story—the book is a 
sociological dream rather than “a

There were two cases of puerperal 
fever and two of influenza. There 
was also a Jewish case of 
diphtheria. 

The return issued to-day cover- 
ing the period of 24 hours ended 
yesterday shows that: one fresh 
case each of small-pox, cerebro- 
spinal fever and puerperal fever 
have been, notified and there have 
been two cases of enteric fever.
